The following observations on die clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question wheflier flie claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

In claims 1, 23, 35 and 40, there are no antecedents to "said central processing station," making these claims unclear. 
(Although the claims define a "first data processing station," it is not clear whether this is the feature being referenced.) 

Similarly, claim 34 refers to "said data stream," claims 47-54 to "the remote output device," and claim 19 to "output 
data," without previously defining these features. 

Claim 46 is unclear. 

Claim 31 is somewhat ambiguous, since it claims an "alternative embodiment," without specifying tiiat this 
embodiment takes the features of foregoing claims. 

In claims 46 and 56, the scope of the term "a potentially unlimited number of promotional features" is unclear. 
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
